CHICAGO, March 15.— Danger of an 
immediate strike of 27,000 firemen on 
western railroads, and the contingent 
strike the corning week-'of more than 
125.000 of other employes, was avert- 
ed today through the acceptance of 
mediation by the federal authorities at 
Washington. 

At the request of the general man- 
agers of the forty-seven western roads 
involved. Chairman Martin A. Knapp, 
of the inter -state commerce commis- 
sion, and Commissioner of Labor Neil, 
telegraphed an offer or federal media- 
tion to tho union officers. This offer 
was accepted, W. S. Carter, president 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Lnglnemen, stipulating, 
however, that the action must begin 
without delay. The appeal to Wash- 
ington was taken as an eleventh move 
to prevent a walkout, which, it was 
declared, threatened the greatest rail- 
road strike since that of 1894. 

Thirty-seven members of the West- 
ern Federated board of the Brother- 
hood last midnight formally voted for 
a strike. The hour for striking had 
been set for next Monday morning, 
and the members were prepared to 
start for home, to put tho strike into 
action when the mediation steps were 
taken. 

The mediators will come to Chicago, 
and according to Mr. Carter will not, 
arbitrate tho questions In dispute, but 
will determine what shall be arbitrat- 
ed. Tho questions Included wuges, 
which both sides had agreed to arbi- 
trate, and two other technical points 
involving promotion and- representa- 
tion in the union. These latter sub- 
jects the brotherhood contends must 
be arbitrated, but the railroads assert 
that they cannot be arbitrated because 
they relate to internal discipline. 

"If the mediation falls through the 
strike will go right on." said President 
Carter tonight. 

In a statement given out tonight the 
general managers said: "All prospects 
of a strike are over. There will be 
none. Settlement or the whole con- 
troversy by mediation is assured." 
Trainmen Appealed To 

NEW YOITK, March 15.— Grand 
Master W. G. Lee, of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, received today 
a telegram from the leaders of the 
firemen's union in Chicago, asking if 
the trainmen's union would stand by 
tho firemen in their projected strike 
in tho West.

BERLIN, March 15.— Replying to an 
inquiry by Professor Richard EyeUbofi, 
Kudieal-Llberal, in the Reichstag today, 
Foreign Secretary Von Schoen said that 
negotiations with the United States 
looking to a German-American arbitra- 
tion treaty had In no sense been broken 
oft. "Our propositions relative to such 
,m arbitration treaty has been pre- 
sented to the federal government at 
Washington, which us yet has not re- 
plied," said the secretary. 

Count Von Kanlnetz, a Conservative 
member, speaking on the subject of ap- 
propriations for the foreign office de- 
plored the fact that Germany had sub- 
mitted to tho terms of the Payne tariff 
law. The balance of trade between tho 
two countries showed, he said, nearly 
$200,000,000 In favor of tho United 
.States, which had exhibited no spirit 
or reciprocity towarda Germany, tho 
position of which was most unfavora- 
ble. He added: "The Americans first 
Impose higher tariffs and then say 
that they cannot bo altered because 
that is the law. Perhaps Germany 
could act similarly and introduce a 
higher tariff, subsequently saying: 'that 
is our law.' Our government, however, 
was 111 a, had position, and some sort 
of an agreement with the United States 
was necessary. Almost our entire in- 
dustry recognized that we musl submit 
to the Payne tariff. Nevertheless my 
party cannot dismiss the fear that our 
exports will suffer under the agreement 
reached. Other lands, like France, have 
not boon frightened by the American 
tariff, and I believe that Franco In the 

new agreement with the United states 
will not go so far In concessions as has 
Germany " 

Following a discussion of the appro- 
priation for the salary or the imperial 
chancellor, the Reichstag adopted by a 
small majority the motion of a bill 
making the chancellor responsible to the 
Reichstag for his official acts, and also 

extending hi.-; responsibility to cover 

all of the acts and documents made by 
the Emperor, for which responsibility 
he shall he answerable in a court of 
law. 

My a narrow margin, the Reichstag 
adopted the resolution of the Alsatian 
member, Prelss, asking for a hill molt- 
ing Alsace-Lorraine a full state, with 
the same status as other states ot the 
empire.

PHILADELPHIA, March 15.— An- 
other meeting was held today between 
Geo. H. Earle one of the city's repre- 
sentatives oh the board of directors of 
the Rapid Transit Co., and the strike 
leaders in an endeavor to find some 
basis on which tho strike might be 
settled. 

After the meeting Mr, Earle said: 
"Nobody's position has been changed, 
nor is there a present prospect that it 
will be. The discussion, however, was 
carried on in the very best of spirit, 
and I think each side now fully appre- 
ciates the difficulty and the position 
of the other. The union wanted all 
the men not only taken back, but 
given their former runs. Mr. Kruger 
stated as definitely as ho could yes- 
terday that that ' would Involve a 
breach of faith with the men who had 
remained on the cars and that the 
company would never agree to it. 

"We adjourned yesterday hoping that 
somo solution could be thought out, 
and Mr. Stokes believed that he had 
thought It out. and asked us to meet 
again, but in tho result his hope did 
not bear fruit." 

The labor leaders maintained that 
tho bulk of the men now running the 
cars are strike breakers and that the 
percentage of tho men loyal to the 
"ompany Is merely nominal.

Thereupon the chemical company ap- 
pealed to the court of appeal seeking, 
in effect, an order of prohibition to pro- 
vent Judge Howay's decision from be- 
ing made effective.

Said to Be Elective Chamber, 
With Larger Groups of Vot- 
ers — Debate on Rosebery 
Resolutions Not Ended 




Court of Appeals Gives Judg- 
ment Affirming County Court 
Jurisdiction in Cases Arising 
Under Old Law 



VANCOUVER, March 15. — An Import- 
ant decision has Just been given by 
the court of appeal, interesting to all 
applicants for water records, past, pres- 
ent and future. 

For tho first time tho highest court 
in the province has passed upon >the 
general hearing and to some extent 
the scope of tho consolidated water act 
passed by tho legislature a year ago. 
In this case the court has unanimously 
held that, that act does not affect or 
alter the old procedure on applications 
tiled and pending before that act was 
brought Into operation in April of last 
year. ,> -.-•' 

This has been the contention of the 
Northern Pacific Lumber company, as 
urged H« counsel. Edgar Bloom- 
field, who an- the successful respond- 
ents in this appeal, the unsuccessful 
appellants being the Nichols Chemical 
company, represented by .Sir Charles 
Htbbert Tupper, K. C. The argument 
of Kir Charles was in effect that tho 
water act took away from the county 
court Judge bis former Jurisdiction to 
deal even with applications tiled before

LONDON, March 15.— Tho House of 
Lords today debated the resolutions 
presented by Lord Rosebery for the 
reform of the second chamber, but it 
is not likely that a division will bo 
reached until late tonight, or possibly 
Thursday. 

According to the Chronicle, Liberal, 
an organ of the government, the plan 
for the reform of the House of Lords 
upon which the government will ap- 
peal to the country, if defeated, pro- 
vides for the constitution of a second 
chamber of from 200 to 210 members 
elected for a term of seven or nine 
years. Peers or commoners above the 
age of 40 years arc to bo eligible for 
election, which will be by the parlia- 
mentary voters grouped in larger con- 
stituencies. 

The plan further provides that the 
chamber shall have no power in fin- 
ance, but a revislonary and delaying 
power In legislation, and that the dif- 
ferences between the two houses shall 
bo adjusted by Joint sittings. 



AN IMP ECUNIO US LOT 

President Mellen of New Haven Road 
so Stylos Grand Trunk in Charter 
Discussion 



PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 15.— 
"An Impecunious lot," was the way 
President Chas. S. Mellen, of the Now 
Haven railroad, characterized the' 
Grand Trunk railroad In opposing the 
bitter's effort to get a charter to en- 
ter Providence before the committee 
on corporations today. 

The plan to enter Rhode Island 
proposes to use a part of the New 
Haven road's track, a provision in the 
New Haven's charter making such an 
arrangement possible, and to this 
President Mellon 'particularly object- 
ed. President Mellen condemned any 
action towards giving to the new line 
permission to construct grade cross- 
ings. 

"The promoters of the Grand Trunk 
come here," said President Mellen, in 
conclusion, "declaring that, they will 
make a great, port of Providence. They 
would not dare say that In Montreal, 
The Canadian government did not 
subsidize ths Grand Trunk so that it 
might make Providence a great port." 

Few new points either for or against 
granting the charter were brought out 
In the arguments of the. other speak- 
ers. City Solicitor Laker, speaking 
for Providence, approved tho bill In 
general. 

Tho hearing was adjourned without 
date. 



OTTAWA, March 15. — Tho govern- 
ment capitulated at four o'clock this 
afternoon, after a light of 20 hours on 
the bill to Incorporate the St. Law- 
rence Power Transmission company. 
The struggle had been kept lip from 
three o'clock Monday, and wtis pre- 
cipitated by the government backing 
the private biii. All night long the 
members of the opposition and Messrs. 
Emerson and Turriff objected to the 
biil going through or making any pro- 
gress whatever, until the plans were 
submitted to parliament and laid on 
the table of the House for inspection 
of every member. Mr. Pugsley refus- 
ed to produce these plans, and that is ■ 
where the deadlock came In. ' 

Just previous to this tho minister of 
public works practically admitted that 
the government was committed to the 
damming of the St. Lawrence by stat- 
ing that the plans had been submitted 
to his department and that certain 
conditions had been laid down respect- 
ing the conservation of Canadian 
rights, when Col. Sam Hughes drew 
attention to the fact that it was boast- 
ed by the Longue Sault development 
people that they had two million 
dollars for promoting purposes, and 
he added that some of that sum must 
be circulating on the government 
benches. 

Mr. Pugsley was on his feet In a 
moment. "That is a vile insinuation," 
he declared. Then the chairman rul- 
ed that the term "vile insinuation" 
connected with an honorable member 
was out of order, and Mr, Pugsley 
withdrew the expression. 

At 3 o'clock Col. Sam Hughes mov- 
ed that the committee rise and report 
progress.

SELECTING SUES 



First Three Experimental Or- 
chards to Be Established at 
Vernon, Suminerland and 
Kelowna Respectively : 




The first three demonstration orch- 
ards to lie established by the provin- 
cial government will be located at 
Vernon, Suminerland and Kelowna In 
the Okanagan district. To provide for 
these the special grant of $10,000, in- 
cluded In the estimates, will be utiliz- 
ed. The -sites are being chosen by B. 
Hoy, assistant to K. M. Winslow, pro- 
vincial horticulturist. 

In connection with these farms it is 
proposed to allot some ten acres io 
each. Special attention will be paid 
to tile soil. A record of all expenses 
and profits will be kept so that the 
possibilities of the industry 'may be 
accurately guagetl. .Men selected from 
the districts where the orchards are 
located will be placed in charge, the 
officials of the agricultural depart- 
ment exercising a supervision over the 
general work. 

Later on the government intends to 
establish one of these demonstration 
orchards on Vancouver island in the 
vicinity of Victoria, while another will 
have its location on the lower main 
land.. 

II. M. Winslow, B. S. A„ provincial 
horticulturist, returned on Sunday 
evening from a week's visit to Oregon 
and Washington, during which he was 
the guest of Professor A. B. Cordley, 
of the Oregon state agricultural college, 
In which well-established institution 
he has just been offered and refused a 
professorship. 

"British Columbia looks good 
enough for me." said Mr. Winslow with 
a laugh. when asked as to 
whether or not the refusal of the prof- 
erred professorship may be regarded as 
final. "They are splendid people over 
there in Oregon, however,"' he added; 
"and If I wore contemplating any 
change I do not know any whom 1 
would rather live among. They treat- 
ed me royally during my week's visit, 
and J. cannot say too much for their 
friendliness or their hospitality. Nor 
can one very easily exaggerate the 
scenic beauty of that Hood l iver coun- 
try of which they are so proud."

Society Receives Reports of 
Officers for the Year Ended, 
Its Finances in Healthy Con- 
dition 



The annual meeting of the Friendly 
'.Help Association was held yesterday 
in the Committee Room in the City 
Hall. Besides the ofiieers and district 
visitors of the society, thero were 
present the Bishop of Columbia, 
Bishop Macdonald, Mayor Morley, 
Rev. Herman Careen, Rev, E. G. and 
Mrs. Miller, and Mrs. E. C. Cooper, 
president of thu Woman's Council. 
President's Report 

The president, Mrs. Perrin, pre- 
sented the following report: 

Mr. dear fellow- workers : — In an 
association like ours, which attempts 
the difficult task of relieving those 
who are in temporary need, It is a 
good thing to have to present an un- 
eventful report. We aro spared in this 
city the terrible questions which are 
seriously affecting older and more 
settled countries. In England things 
are growing more and more desper- 
ate; and the Idea of committing to a 
"penal district" those who are unem- 
ployable is being seriously discussed. 
The plan has been tried in Switzer- 
land with marked success. Cases of 
this kind are so few in our midst as to 
cause us no anxiety, and people are 
so generous that they easily make a 
living by begging from door to door. 
We, as an .association, heartily dep- 
recate this practice and beg the gen- 
eral public to report such cases to us. 

Nearly all those relieved during the 
past year have been thoroughly de- 
serving — no names are ever published 
— but we still have to face the prob- 
lem of a few who through drink and 
idleness have brought poverty into 
their homes; the families surfer, and 
It Is impossible to refuse the appeal 
of starving wife and littlg ones. In 
no case is money given, so we are 
sure that the sufferers do receive the 
food and coal supplied to them. 

As the city grows there will be 
more need of organization In order to 
prevent the overlapping of charity, 
and the relief of undeserving people. 
The Home Nursing Society works in 
full accord with the Friendly Help, 
and we should be glad to be In closer 
touch with the Benevolent Society and 
other kindred organizations in the fu- 
ture. 

The City Council has made us their 
usual grant and the Mayor has from 
time to time consulted' us as to the 
worth and character of those who 
have applied to him. Our district 
visitors are always ready to take any 
pains in investigating, and any case 
reported to them is sure to be helped 
if found worthy. 

The distribution of clothing forms 
an important part of our work, and 
wo gratefully acknowledge the gifts 
that have been sent from . time to 
time. At present our stock Is at ra- 
ther low ebb, and we appeal to those 
who have clothing for men, women or 
children which they no longer require 
for their own use, to send parcels to 
our rooms at the Market Place at any 
time convenient to themselves. 

Miss Mary Lawson, who may well 
bo called the mainspring of the as- 
sociation, still remains at her post, 
and not only our thanks, but the 
thanks of the whole community aro 
due to her for her untiring zeal and 
energy. Not only does she manage! 
the accounts, but it is hardly too 
much to say that she has a 'personal 
knowledge of every case brought to 
her notice by the district visitors, 

Mrs. Gould, who was formerly our 
secretary, kindly accepted the ofllce 
vacated by Mrs. Wood, who most 
conscientiously fulfilled her duties for 
many years. We are fortunate In 
having as her successor one whoso 
whole heart Is In the work. 

The harmony of the workers has 
been as striking as ever; ' there has 
not been a vestige of a dispute. The 
secretary's report will furnish you 
with a detailed account of the work 
for the past year and the distribution 
of the Christmas hampers. It only 
remains for me to offer .'sincere thanks 
to nil of you, my sisters, who have 
given so much loving thought and 
timet to the work and to Charlie 
Sanders, the one man who regularly 
attends to all our needs in the Market 
Hall. 

Outside the members of the asso- 
ciation I wish to put on record our 
thanks to Mr. B. B. Paul for the or- 
ganization of the Christmas offerings 
from the day schools; to Mr. Kent, for 
auditing the accounts, and to Mr. 
Bradley, for the typewritten copies 
which arc in your hands today. We 
also gratefully acknowledge the help 
which we have received from the local 
press. 

So let us start on another year's 
work with a prayer that what little 
we have done may be accepted, and a 
hope that we may all be spared to do 
our best during the coming year.

Secretary's Report. 
The secretary's report was as fol- 
lows: — 

We are at the close of another year 
in this society and are pleased to re- 
cord encouraging results. 

The nature of tho work prohibits 
publicity, for ninny of those receiving 
aid are very worthy people who have 
met with vicissitudes beyond their 
immediate control, and only require a 
helping hand to tide them over for a 
time, r Naturally these are rather sen- 
sitive". Many, too, are strangers who 
have spent their all in bringing them- 
selves and families to this country, 
and who, but for the assistance thus 
given at first would be in great dis- 
tress. 

About 125 different families and in- 
dividuals with an average of about 30 
per month have been assisted during 
the year. Some of these receive fuel, 
some groceries, some milk dally, some 
get all three, but the largest number 
receive only second-hand clothing. 
According to their need they are 
given, the gifts ranging from a per- 
ambulator to a gridiron. About 120 
parcels of clothing and miscellaneous 
gifts have been received during the 
year. '. 

Through the generosity of the pub- 
lic school children and very many 
contributions of substantial cash do- 
nations the society were enabled to 
send out about 70 boxes at Xriuis, and 
never before were these boxes more 
generously filled. "As freely ye have 
received freely give." was put In prac- 
tice by the ladles in charge of the 



work. These boxes contained staplo 
and some fancy groceries, tho essen- 
tials for a rn-^dingr, a generous roast 
of beef and in many cases one ox* 
more now garments, and it has been 
authentically learned that were It not 
for these, many of tho recipients 
would have had absolutely no Christ- 
mas cheer, , 

The plan of work that existed since 
the organization of the society some 
fifteen years ago is still adhered to by 
the workers. The city is divided into 
districts, with one or more lady visi- 
tors for each. When a needy case Is 
reported tho visitor is notified and she 
promptly investigates, and where ne- 
cessity demands it, aid of the nature 
required Is at once given. In all cases 
an effort is made to help those who 
are able to help themselves by trying 
to secure suitable employment for 
them. These visits, too, are usually 
much appreciated. Three mornings of 
each week the rooms of the society in 
the Market building are kept open by 
ladies who give out clothing and other 
commodities that applicants who come 
are in need of. 

Tho work has gone on steadily for 
fifteen year. - ; and each year finds more 
favor, as the citizens, who, -by the 
way, arc most generous, prefer to give 
where tli&y know their alms are wise- 
ly and conscientiously distributed ra- 
ther than pauperized by indiscriminate 
giving.

Mayor Morley, in moving the adop- 
tion of the reports, complimented .Miss 
Lawson on the excellence of her work, 
and hinted that it was very good 
policy to have a small balance as it 
made it easier to approach the city 
for a contribution. 

Hin worship looked upon the state- 
ment as an excellent criterion of the 
condition of the city. There had been 
in tho last two years a doubling of tho 
work of tho city, and a great increase 
in population, but there had not been 
a corresponding increase in poverty. 
There was no better evidence of tho 
prosperity of a city of tho size of Vic- 
toria than that less than a thousand 
dollars met all charitable demands. 

He had found on resuming office 
that tho mayor's work had Lnoreased 
greatly, and that ho had no time to 
investigate the applications for help 
that wero made at the mayor's Office. 
He had asked through Miss Lawson 
that the society to undertake that 
duty for him so that any money the 
city might give would be wisely ad- 
ministered. In turning over this 
charitable work to the society ho hud 
every confidence that the money would 
be used to the very best advantage. 
He had much pleasure in moving tho 
adoption of all tho reports. 

His Lordship Bishop Perrin in sec- 
onding the motion, praised the con- 
stitution which had worked excellent- 
ly for fifteen years. Ho had one cri- 
ticism of tho financial statement. It 
might almost bo sterotyped there were 
so few subscribers. In a city where 
there were so many new residents, 
this should not be the case. 

Ho paid ti high tribute to the work 
of tho association in helping people to 
help themselves. Prevention was bet- 
ter than cure. He considered tho work 
of tho district visitors most important. 
They gavo not only help, but sym- 
pathy and advice, which were often 
needed more than money, lie cau- 
tioned the public against giving help 
to vagrants 'without investigation. 

Bishop MacDonald said that ho had 
attended the meeting to show his 
sympathy with tho work which lie 
looked upon as Inspired by true 
charity- the love of man for God's 
sake, which was greater then phil- 
anthropy, lie thought that such work 
was bettor carried on by each church 
in Its own way, but as there were no 
such societies here. Jio would enroll 
his name among the members to show 
his sympathy. 

Rev. Herman Carson felt that it was 
one of the greatest recommendations

!f Peace Should Reign ? 

Sir; — your editorial in Saturday's 
issue under the caption "If Peace 
Should Reign," propounds a question 
which, while it may be perplexing to 
a largo number who believe that tho 
social system which obtains today is 
the last word in civilization, offers no 
puzzle to the Socialist, who realizes 
that the march of tho race has ever 
been onward and upward and that 
our present industrial system — If such 
a chaos can bo called a "system" — is 
simply a necessary step In the march 
from barbarism to human perfection. 

What will happen, you ask, when 
the $2,000,000,000 (a sum far under 
the murk, I fear) annually spent by 
tho nations ceases, and the 4,000,000 
men ceaao to waste their energy in 
war and preparing for war? 

Why is this terrific sum of money 
and "this tremendous energy being 
wasted, and as it is unproductive, no 
other term can bo applied. 



Simply to appease, on one hand the 
fear, and on the other, tho insatiable 
greed of the ruling classes of all 
lands. As far back as history records 
this has been the case, and so long as 
a ruling class exists, the record will 
not vary. In the old tribal days, the 
desire to possess the "neighbor's wife, 
his ox and his ass, or anything that 
is his"; later, when the tribes had 
federated into nations, each other's 
country; after tho rise of tho eom r 
merolal system, markets and oppor- 
tunities of further exploitation of 
labor. With the world-wide, adoption 
of Socialist ideals— and not till then — 
will arrive the age of peace, when the 
sword shall be beaten into a plough- 
share and the spear into a prunhigV- 
hook. 

In Great Britain tho military and 
naval expenditure for 1908-9 was 
£57,000,000, nearly double the amount 
spent on education, and this while 
one-third of the population is abso- 
lutely on the verge of starvation, 
several hundreds of thousands of men 
in thii prime of life are wasting their 
energies in preparing themselves, at 
the bidding of their rulers and mas- 
ters to spread ruin and desolation 
wherever they are ordered. Women 
and children are calling for food and 
clothing, lands are laid idle and na- 
ture's gifts aro withhold by tho lords 
and masters of this army — for It Is 
tho parchment deed which they have 
themselves made legal, backed by the 
armaments they command, which ren- 
ders such a state of affairs possible. 

Every ' country in Europe is in h 
similar condition, and the ruling 
classes of this continent arc develop- 
ing the military madness. 

What will happen if this ends 
These men will not "be thrown upon 
the community and forced to, discover 
a way of making a living by somo 
now means." They will discover that 
tho one thing needful is for the class

from which they are almost exclusive- ' 
ly recruited to own the earth: that the: 
wasted energy applied to the soil and 
the machinery of production will yield 
all the good things necessary to make' 
life worth living: the mighty will be 
removed from 'their seat— on tho back 
of the tollers— and concurrently, the 
humble and meek will be exalted — 
not on to the shoulders of any of their 
fellows, but to an equal footing with 
them: wo shall recover from the In- 
sanity of militarism and awaken 
from the nightmare of capitalism, 
and as th* tribal life or the past 
emerged into the nationhood of today, 
so nationhood will evolve into a 
World-wide brotherhood. 

An ideal! A dream! some will say. 
Well, maybe! But tho dreams of to- 
day aro tho realities of tomorrow.

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THE RESERVOIR 

It is not often that any ono is able, 
_as Alderman Langley was on Monday 
night, to refer to a warning given by 
him, which, if heeded, would have; 
saved the city a good many thousands 
of dollars. When Mr. Langley wrote 
his letter to the Colonist last year in 
regard to the Smith's Hill Reservoir 
there was a veritable buzz as of 
hornets about his ears. What, he was 
asked, could a lawyer know about 
such things'.' Had we not an expert 
hydraulic engineer, and a Mayor and a 
full complement of Aldermen and a 
Water Commissioner and goodness 
knows what el.se beside, and who was 
Mr. Langley or any other ratepayer, 
for the matter of that, that he should 
venture to project his opinions and 
disturb their serenity? The Colonist 
ventured to suggest that the matters 
mentioned by Mr. Langley might be 
found worthy of investigation. :;t 
specifically stated that it really did 
not know anything about the matter, 
but it could hardly believe- that Air. 
Langley would have published his let- 
ter without some good ground for be- 
lieving his warning necessary. But 
tho Colonist was laughed to scorn. It 
was reminded that it had a very rep- 
rehensible habit of interesting itself in 
municipal matters, and thereby rend- V 
erlng a position on the Aldermanic 
Board so unpleasant that you could not 
expect a gentleman, with any sense of 
personal dignity at all, to consent to 
serve his fellow citizens. The Colon- 
ist forthwith proceeded to hido its 
diminished head until the Reservoir 
was completed, and word wont out 
that it was leaking badly. Again we 
ventured, with all humility, to suggest 
that a water reservoir blight ' .'not to 
leak; but the density of ouV ignoranco 
on such subjects was promptly ex-, 
posed by the expert who admitted the 
leakage, which ho could not very well 
deny, but said it was only normal. Up 
to that time 'most people had been 
under the impression that a normal 
reservoir was watertight, but we all 
recognized that in this world we must 
live and learn. The leakage became 
seepage, and we were told that the 
seepage would diminish until it ceased 
wholly. But that is not the way it 
worked. Instead of getting less, it 
increased until reached the tolera- 
bly large volume of 300,000 gallons a 
day, or 10 per cent, of the water re- 
quired for consumption by the city. At 
20 cents a thousand gallons, this j 
comes to $C0 a day, which is $21,900 a 
year, which as a "seepage" strikes us 
as being something not quite normal.! 
To borrow $00,000 and spend it in pro- 
viding a contraption that wastes 
nearly $22,000 worth of water a year 
does not seem like very good business. 

.There Is going to be an . investiga- 
tion, in view of Mr. Langley' s -letter 
this is a good deal like waiting until 
the horse has been stolen before lock- 
ing the stable door, but the proposal 
is a good one. Let us hope that the 
investigation will be thorough. Let 
those charged with it probe deeply. It 
seems inevitable that some one will be 
hurt in the process, but that ought to 
make no difference. The case on the 
face of it is so glaring that public 
opinion will be outraged if any effort 
is made to' shield any one, no matter 
who it may be. Things are told cm 
the streets that ought to be refuted if 
they can bo refuted, and if they can- 
not be they should '.ho fastened upon 
Hie responsible persons, who should 
suffer the consequences, Tin- city has 
been, we will not say swindled, for 
that implies dishonest motives, but led 
to pay money without value having 
been received. 



STAND PAT 

At the present writing we do not 
Know what attitude President Tafl 
will take in regard to the application 
of the United States minimum tariff 
to import from Canada; but whatever 
it may bo, we hope it will have no in- 
fluence whatever upon the fiscal pol- 
icy of the Dominion government. If 
it suits the purposes of the govern- 
ment of that country to omit the Do- 
minion from the operation of the 
minimum schedule, that is its busi- 
ness. We venture to doubt if such a 
course will materially lessen ttia ex- 
ports from Canada. Our exports to 
the United States during the nine 
montlis ending December 31st amount- 
ed to something over $8C;00OiQ0O. The 
principal items were;

Wo are unable to see, that tho ex- 
port of these articles to the United 
States is likely to -bo diminished be- 
cause of the application of tho maxi- 
mum schedule to such of them as are 
dutiable. They are articles which the 
people of that country require every 
year in larger quantities, and are un- 
able to produce at home to keep paco 
with the demand. Nor do wo see just 
now from what other country these 
articles can be imported In preference 
to Canada. So far, therefore, as the 
maximum tariff may affect these a 
ticlcs. which form the great bulk of 
our trade with our neighbors, we think 
the- people of that country will have 
to pay it. 

YV'o hope there will be no talk of a 
sur-tax on imports from tho United 
States. If that country chooses to be 
foolish, that is no reason why Canada 
should be absurd. Tho German sur- 
tax stood upon another footing. Ger- 
many's reply to the British preference 
was to take Canada out, of the opera- 
tion of the "most favored nation" 
clause in her tariff, and to this action 
the Dominion very properly retaliated 
by giving Germany a dose of her own 
medicine. But the United States 
maximum tariff cannot be regarded as 
directed against Canada, What may 
have been in the back of the minds of 
the people responsible for the two 
schedules we shall not attempt to 
guess. Wo must take the situation as 
we find it, and ostensibly, at least, 
there is nothing in the tariff of our 
neighbors specifically directed against 
Canada, and we have been assured 
that it is the desire of the administra- 
tion to bring the Dominion under the 
operation of the minimum schedule, 
if ; lt can bo done. If our fiscal ar- 
rangements with other countries ren- 
der it impossible, In the opinion of 
the President, to extend that schedule 
to us, the fault, if there is any, is our 
own, and it would be folly to retali- 
ate upon our neighbors for the conse- 
quences of our own policy, especially 
as by so doing we would punish our 
own people more than any one else. 

"Wo are inclined to think It would 
not be difficult for Canada to secure 
favorable consideration i:i the 
markets of the United States; but we 
might have to pay too high a price Cor 
it. The United States would be very 
glad to get our raw materials without 
paying duty on them. Perhaps if we 
suggest that the Ethiopian In the 
woodpile is to be found In this fact 
we might not be far astray. Thero Is 
one Canadian product which our 
neighbors want very much indeed, and 
it' is our pulp wood. They ha vo "pretty 
well exiiausted their own forests," and 
are very anxious to get their axes into 
ours; but however much the Dominion 
government might be disposed to per- 
mit the free export of pulp wood, and 
Indeed there is no Dominion impost 
upon it, the subject is one that the 
provinces control, that is those prov- 
inces which have pulp wood to ex- 
port, and they are quite resolved ap- 
parently to prevent this export by 
every means In their power. We do 
not profess to know that the minimum 
schedule could lie bought by pulp 
wood, but it is notable that whenever 
the matter is discussed by our neigh- 
bors this item is mentioned. 

Our view of tlie case is that Canada 
ought to be content to see her neigh- 
bors do just what suits them best, 
'and to go along steadily on her own 
lines without regard to legislation 
passed at Washington. The United 
States will get tired of trying to 
coerce us commercially, if we only 
stand pat. 

A SUGGESTION 

We asked the Inland Sentinel for a 
suggestion as to what can be done to 
promote agriculture In the district of 
Which it is the centre, and it replies 
as follows: "That the Government 
have its engineers, if qualified, or at 
any rate a qualified man, one versed 
in irrigation works, Inspect the valleys 
and their water supplies with a view 
to instituting works for the storage 
and distribution of water to those arid 
lands requiring irrigation." 

Before saying much on this, point, 
We would like to have a little more In- 
formation than is at our disposal just 
now. We would like to know to whom 
the land belongs, that is if it Is va- 
cant Crown Land, Dominion Govern- 
ment land, or the property of private 
individuals. Perhaps we ought to know 
these things, but we do not and as wo 
wish to discuss the subject intelli- 
gently we would like to he fully In- 
formed on these. The Sentinel will 
see that what might bo a justifiable 
policy for the Provincial Goverhmfent 
to pursue in respect to vacant Crown 
Bands, might not be appropriate in 
respect to lands in the railway belt 
or belonging to private persons. Wo 
may add that we arid sincerely desir- 
ous of assisting our contemporary to 
reach some practical solution uf a 
question which we concede is of gerat 
importance.

Definitions and requests for defini- 
tlous were flyTng ubout like quiz/.es at 
a grammar school exam In the police 
court yesterday morning when :10 
Victoria's Celestial residents, each 
supplied with a smile that was ex- 
ceedingly childlike ami bland, were 
found guilty of looking on at a game 
of chance. Despite the stout defence 
sot uii by W. C. Moresby, who acted 
for them, the small army of pl-gOW 
enthusiasts were lined $-"> eaeli or one 
month, lines to be paid forthwith. Ar- 
rangements were made to din' up the 
necessary coin und Mr. Moresby gave 
notice of Appeal. 

The space behind the rail I was 
crowded to the last inch when the 
court sat. For the most pari the 
spectators were Chinese, although 
other nationalities were well repre- 
sented. Before the ease was halt 
through there was a general advance 
on the windows on the part of those 
who conducted the case as the air had 
become somewhat polluted, but the in- 
terested citizens of Chinatown held 
their ground and saw the matter 
through! 

One or two drunks— faded into in- 
significance by the more interesting 
case — and a sidewalk loving cyclist, 
'were taxed as usual, and then the 
stage was cleared for the real busi- 
ness of the day. Pi-gow, less techni- 
cal than the well-known fdhtan, and 
sain yen, a game more simple than 
either, had never before been brought 
under the ban and the lovers of 
Chance along Fisguard and Cormor- 
ant streets have always been wont to 
beguile their span: hours at the se- 
ductive tables. Hence the crowd that 
gathered to hoar tho case. 

The Layouts. 
Throe tables, much' worn, somewhat 
rickety and covered witli greasy can- 
vas with black lines and figures trac- 
ed upon It and a loose square of can- 
vas bearing three divisions of Chinese 
signs constituted the main exhibits 
when the healing began. Besides 
these there were two gambler's money 
bags with two compartments in each 
one for "chicken -food" and tile other 
for bigger money; two boxes of dom- 
inoes and some dice and a box of oil- 
cloth tickets and some money. The 
dominoes and dice, it was explained, 
are used In playing' pi-gow on the 
tables, while the square canvas and 
the oil-cloth tickets corresponding to 
the signs upon it constitute Urn para- 
phernalia used In the interesting pas- 
time of sain yen. " / ' 

Prosecutor C. U Harrison put Chief 
of Police Hangloy in the box as his 
first witness, and the chief told of the 
arrest of the accused on Friday night 
last in a back room at 503 Fisguard 
Street. He and inspector Palmer, 
with Sub-Inspector Redgrave and De- 
tective Sergeant Perdue had entered 
tlie room without opposition, but as 
soon as they appeared the games 
Which were In progress at three of four 
tables which, with a few stools, con- 
stituted all the furniture the room 
contained, were stopped and those who 
surrounded the tables made hasty at- 
tempts to grab money from the tables. 
This place, Chief Bangley said, was 
known to him as a common gaining 
house. Upon entering the squad of 
Officers divided and while the chief 
held the door each of the three re- 
maining officers took a table and 
gathered In the Chinamen surrounding 
ft. When the tables were examined 
dominoes wore' found on them ami 
marks Indicating that the games had 
been in progress. There were "kit- 
tles" or slots in the tables communi- 
cating with drawers beneath into 
which money was dropped and this 
the chief took to Indicate that there 
was a "rake-oft" for the house-. The 
game, tho chief said, was pi-gow and 
it was a game of chance. lb: had 
seen the game played often and had 
watched this particular place for a 
week or ten days. 

in cross-examining the chief, Mr. 
Moresby 'objected to the statement 
that the game was pi-gow on the 
grounds that when the tables were 
surrounded by Chinese the chief could 
not see what game was being pit 
tie (lien asked the chief for a defini- 
tion of the term "a common gaming 
Mouse." The chief gave his idea of 
the definition and Mr. Moresby asked 
him then if he could personally s 
that any of the Chinese In court 
charged with tho offence had been ae 
tlially present when the raid wa 
made. Chief Langley could not Idea 
tlfy all of the accused but he picke 
out eight of the twenty-six as offend- 
ers whom he had personally seen. Air. 
Moresby asked then if a horse race 
would not be a game of chance ac- 
cording to the chiefs definition. 

The chief— "I'm not giving expert 
evidence." 

.Mr. Moresby — "Yes, you are. You 
may not think you are, 'out you ore." 

The chief — "You are not giving me 
a chance to answer your questions." 

Mr. Moresby— -"Then you were Just 
hazarding an opinion as to this being 
a game of chanecY" 
The chief — "Yes." 

The chief then described what ne 
could of the game. He said that dom- 
inoes anil diet: were used in playing 
It, The dominoes were put fact: down 
on the table and mixed up. Then each 
player picked up a bunch and made 
his' bets. 

Mr. Moresby— "Well, what chance is 
there in that?" 

The chief—"! cannot say. I say 
that I saw money won and lust." 

Mr. .Moresby— "Can you swear that 
the dealer does not change places with 
the players In turn 7" 

The chief — "I think ho does, but tho 
haulier is there as well with a bag of 
money to pay all bets." 

Mr. Moresbj — "What is the money 
put in the slots tor?" 

The chief — "I would call it a rake- 
off." 

Mr. Moresby— "But that is merely 
your opinion.. You cannot say -whether 
or not tlie money Is taken -out again 
and' played for?" 

Tin: chief— "Certainly 1 can not." 

Inspector Palmer, the next witness 
called, described more fully " the game' 
of 'pi-gow and told of entering tho 
room on Fisguard street, and finding 
the tables In .operation. Ho also told 
something about the game of sain 
yen. In the drawer of one of the ta- 
bles seized hi: hud found money to the 
amount of. $.4,15 in change.

Sub-Inspector Redgrave said that 
he saw- money on the tables and also 
in one of the drawers and that he saw- 
Wong, one of the dealers, shoving 
gambler's money bags into his pockets. 
Detective Clayards had taken these 
away from Wong afterwards at tin 
station. 

Detective Ciayards and Policeman 
John W. Hutchinson gave brief evi- 
dence, the latter to file effect that he 
had seen pi-gow played hundreds of 
times and had tried to play It himself, 
lie would not admit that he knew how 
to play it, but Intimated that he had 
been stung while trying to learn, lb- 
would consider it a game of chance. 

He Know the Game. 

Tho real classy witness of tho morn- 
ing, however, waa Thomas O'Bannon, 
a. gentleman of color who know as 
much about pl-gow and sain yon us 
the- C.hlnainen who invented them, He 
Identified tho looso square of canvas 
as one used In playing a Chinese game 



of chance called Bam yen. That was 
the only game that could bo played 
on this square. Then, requested by 
.Mr. Harrison, Mr. O'Bannon obliging- 
ly conducted a sample of earn yen, 
while the magistrate and tlie court of- 
ficials crowded about as interested 
spectators. Of course no money was 
used. Prosecutor Harrison "made be- 
lieve" that certain chips were money. 
He made his play on the centre di- 
vision which paid two to tine; Air. 
O'Bannon, in tho capacity of dealer, 
slipped Ills hand Into the box and 
drew forth an oil-cloth ticket. Tho 
ticket corresponded with the division 
on Which the prosecutor had made his 
play, and drilld tho smiles of the spec- 
tators, Mi 1 . Harrison was Informed 
that lie had doubled his money. 

The exhibition Was just becoming 
interesting when the prosecutor eon- 
tlnuotl Ills examination of Mr. O'Ban- 
non, Tho latter also was acquainted 
with pl-gow. He Illustrated the man- 
ner In 'which that was conducted und 



declared that it too was a game, of 
chance but that the chances were 
larger than in sain yon — that it Was 
not such a good game for the player. 
.Mr. O'Bannon also swore that lie had 
played at HUS Fisguard street, Where 
the accused were arrested, and that it 
was a common gaming house, 

The first question Mr. Moresby put 
in his cross-examination was: "What 
do you call a 'gaming house '.'" 

"One, where you can bet money," re- 
plied Mr. O'Bannon without hesita- 
tion. 

"And what is your idea of a game 
of chanooV" continued Mr. Moresby, 

"One where you take a chance on 
losing your colri'." was Mr. O'Bannon's 
answer. 

"Would you call a horse -race n 
game of chance V" 

Mr. O'Bannon debated with himself 
for some time and then ventured the 
answer, which set tlie court room to 
laughing: 



"That would depend on what horse 
race it was." 

Mr. Moresby — "But isn't it just the 
same as tills 1" , 

Mr. O'Barihori— "Oh no; it's differ- 
ent altogether. I call It a game of 
chance whore tho chances are two to 
one or more against you." 

Mr. Moresby then addressed the 
court, and claimed that there could In: 
no conviction against tlie accused 
whom Chief Langloy hud not picked 
out, on the grounds that they won-, 
not identified. And there was no evi- 
dence, he contended, that those accus- 
ed of being oil-lookers had- even been 
looking on. They might hav been 
looking at the celling for all the evi- 
dence there was against that state- 
ment. And. lastly, there was no con- 
clusive evidence that the games In 
question were games of chance. 

Mr. Harrison declared that a prima 
facie case had boon made out. The

Here and There 



The annual meeting of the Victorian 
Order of Nurses took place on Wed- 
nesniy, .March 3rd, in Ottawa, Those 
nurses are doing splendid work 
among the poor of Canada. They 
nurse both in hospitals and as visitors 
and, thus bring to the poorest the 
benefits Of their skill and training. 
Unlike; most .charitable organizations 
of this country, which art n'mdo up 
of people .of very moderate means, the 
ladies und gentlemen who form the 
society which furnishes the funds for 
the Order, If we. are to judge bw the 
names of the officers', are wealthy 
men and women. «The work is not, on 
this account, less valuable, and we 
may hope that should any emergency 
arise, . the funds will be equal to the 
need. That this will be the ease was 
shown in Montreal during the recent, 
epidemic of typhoid. When the hos- 
pitals were crowded, the Victorian 
nurses attended the patients in their 
own homes. During the year 1-1,500 
patients have been eared for by the 
I'll nurses belonging to the Order. 
Seven new fields have been entered 
and staffs have been increased Jli 
twelve cities, among which Is that of 
Vancouver In our own province. For- 
tunately there Is not, in British Co- 
lumbia, any great need for charitable 
work by nurses, In this city one 
nurse is, up to the present, able to 
overtake all work of this kind which 
Is not done In tile hospitals. In the ' 
greul majority of Instances when 
nurse Is needed in the 
employing iter can afford to pay hi r. 

But there is a lack in this province, 
as in all the west, of nurses in isolat- 
ed districts. Such nurses would not 
have constant employment, but in 
cases of accident or other sudden ill- 
ness their presence in the district 
would be a source of the greatest 
possible comfort. Dr. Antle has shown, 
in the Columbia Coast Mission, how 
much good can be done by the estab- 
lishment of small hospitals where 
miners, lumbermen, fishermen and the 
wives of settlers may come for treat- 
ment, and by the hospital ship which 
brings help to them. 

Hut there is, on the farms on the 
islands in the gulf and In newly open- 
ed districts, both on Vancouver Island 
and on the Mainland, quite as great a 
need for the services of an intelligent 
and skilful nurse as there is along the | 
coast. In some or these a long jour- 
ney must he taken for a doctor and 
where water must be crossed, the 
passage Is uncertain. There is often 
great anxiety and suffering before 
I the doctor arrives. Both of these 
I could, in many cases, be averted if a 
nurse coidd be called in. In some in- 
stances kind neighbors are at hand to 
watch by the sick bed, but not in all. 
This need has been realized and Lady 
Grey, last year organized the "Coun- 
try district nursing scheme" among 
the Victorian Order. 

In Alberta, local associations have 
hern formed and nurses have head- 
quarters in some central point where 
they may find their patients within a 
j radius of twenty miles. The Local 
I Council of women of Edmonton has 
i decided to help In this work. 

It is easier In the prairie country 
to carry out such a scheme than would 
he the ease in our valleys. Hut if it 
were realized how much need there Is 
of some modification of this plan In 
this province, means would be found 
to meet It. The dread of being alone 
when dangerous Illness attacks' her 
husband, her babe or herself has kept 
many a woman from going into a new 
settlement and has caused many who 
have gone intense anguish. . 

.Vow that the country is being 
opened tip In many directions, this 
need of the remote districts should 
appeal to the charitable and to those 
in authority. The new settlers would

The Toronto News] in speaking of 
the spring exhibition' of paintings of 
the Ontario .Society of Arts, doubts If. 
an advance towards a Canadian 
"school" of painting; has, been suffici- 
ently marked. It says: '•There Is a 
tendency In some of our artists to go 
afield for their ideas, neglecting the 
possibilities of their own country, both 
for color and for subjects of human 
Interest. It is not suggested, how- 
ever,- that a Canadian 'school' would 
forbid the artist sketching, say, In 
Devonshire. The Edinburgh and 
Glasgow painters go to Venice and 
Brittany. Still, the more eager con- 
templation of Canadian subjects anil 
Canadian character might develop a 
distinctive Canadian breezlncas of. 
Style and treatment that would give 
even Devonshire new beauty." 

There surely could not lie any'- 
where more beautiful subjects for the 
landscape! painter's brush than tire to 
be found in this province. Here still 
linger the last of the Canadian pion- 
eers, ami there Is not wanting in the 
stories of some of them the romance 
which artists love. 

Canadian women, It appears, are 
contending that they do not live us 
long- as the women of Great Britain. 
The Women's Council or Canada asked 
that the rates charged for annuities 
for women should be the same as the 
rates charged for rrivi. 

It has been proved by British statis- 
tics that women live longer than men, 
and would therefore enjoy their an- 
nuities for a longer period. For this 
reason more money must be paid in by 
them. These statistics have been 
adopted In Canada. Senator Cart- 
wright, speaking- of this subject a few- 
days ago, said that "though desirous 
of granting the motion, it was beyond 
his power, as the result of the motion 
would add to the financial burden of 
the country. Such legislation could 
not originate' In the Senate. Sir 
Richard recognized the importance of 
the Women's Council, and would be 
only too glad to further the request 
if the ladles COukl make out a good 
case. However, statistics were all 
against them, and Indicated that wo- 
men lived longer than men. The ladies, 
therefore, could take consolation from 
the fact that If they pay a little more 
they would get a little more through 
living a little longer. The ladles dis- 
puted the right to apply British tables 
to Canada. That would be investig- 
ated. He promised further investig- 
ation." 

It is to be hoped that many women 
In Canada, will adopt the means which 
annuties afford of providing for old 
age. It is not at all likely that life is 
shorter here than In the old land, 
with all Its poverty and distress, 
There Is an aspect of the case, how- 
ever, that, might be worthy the con- 
sideration of parll;>-ient. The earn- 
ings of women are less In, proportion 
to tho work they do than those of men, 
and It Is comparatively harder for them 
to set aside a stated amount, even if 
it be small.

Not only has the city re- 
sumed Its customary appearance but 
the flood has bad no appreciable offects 
upon the price of commodities, nor upon 
the ease of communication, nor the 
genera"! comfort of living. 

Erom the sanitary point of view, tho 
most vigorous measures have been en- 
forced since the beginning, botl) by the 
authorities arid by private people, so 
that every danger of an epidemic has 
been averted, every possible sourco of 
infection has been obliterated; 

According to statistics published In 
the .Journal official the mortality in 
Paris, during the week ending Febru- 
ary 6th, was below the average for the 
season and the number of registered 
•cases of typhoid fever was likewise be- 
!o'\Y the average.

Once again slender hopes have been 
revived of the finding of the long-lost 
wreck of H.M.S. Condor, the tomb of 
140 sailors under command of Capt. 
Sclater. The basis of the last report 
is the fouling of the cables of the 
steam whaler Orion on some substance 
supposed by those on board to be a 
submerged wreck. The people of 
Ucluolet are agitated over the matter, 
according to advices from the west 
coast port. The Orion, while engaged 
in hunting off Barkley sound a fevr 
days ago had a whale at the end of a 
line. The mammal dived and when 
she came to the surface the cable, 
slack for a few moments, was fouled. 
It had to be cut. Capt Heater of the 
Orion said on arrival at Sechart ho 
considered the obstruction a sunken 
wreck-, and the people of Ucluclet are 
wondering whether It is that of the 
Condor. It is unlikely that the wreck 
is the Pass of Melfort as that vessel 
was sunk close to Amphitrite point. 
The location of the obstruction en- 
countered was five miles from Uculue- 
let. Capt. AValbran stated that when 
ho was in command of the Quadra 
fishermen reported having rust on 
their lines off this place and he con- 
sidered that an iron deposit lay there. 

The Condor went from Esquimau 
on December 3, 1301 bound home to 
England and when she failed to re- 
port at Honolulu alarm was felt. Soon 
afterward wreckage known to be from 
the warship was found, but no trace 
was ever found of the wreck. A year 
ago Mr. Harvey, a settler whose ranch 
looks out on the open sea at Long 
Beach, situated between Ucluelet and 
Clayoquot, noticed that the seas broke 
over some sunken object about a mile 
and half from shore. They had never 
broken there before. Then, when he 
learned of the finding of wreckage 
identified by naval officers as from 
the lost Condor, he conjectured that 
the breaking of the seas was probably 
duo to the warship's wreck being there, 
Mr. Bonnyeastlo Dale, a naturalist 
while visiting Long Beach was inform- 
ed of the supposed location of the Con- 
dor and he reported the find at Vic- 
toria.

The marine and fisheries department 
have been advised by lightkeeper W. 
V. Daykin of Carmanah of the finding 
of further wreckage near his light. His 
letter dated from Carmanah on March 
3rd says: Vesterday picked up a flag- 
staf such as a man-of-war would use 
with trap head (truck) with letters 
and figures on it "2 W. B. P. T." 1 
think It came with boat already re- 
ported and I think letters mean No. 
2 Whaleboat, port. About a mile and 
half from Carmanah a large ships boat 
has been washed ashore, copper fast- 
ened, painted white, smashed to pieces 
and no marks to Identify. Also several 
barrels of pork, smashed a box of blue- 
lights. The emergency box of provis- 
ions already reported did not come 
ashore with the man-of-war's boat. 
There is a quantity of redwood lum- 
ber ashore near Kilde also. 

On the beach nh-ar Otter point be- 
tween. Muir creek and Tugwell creek 
a large Columbia river boat has been 
found, badly smashed and without oars, 
fittings or provisions. The letters D. T. 
and figures 2220 are painted on the 
haw, On the stern is the number 1101. 
A small British ensign was fast to the 
stern.

They were simple people, 
and they usually went out sealing for 
the whole season, so would recelvo no 
nows from the outside world. Their 
alory, however, was certainly not a 
fake. The captain of the schooner evi- 
dently attached importance to what the 
sealers had seen for he made his report 
direct to tho port master at Durban 
thus giving the story a ring of truth. 

"I should think." continued Captain 
(Mitchell, "that if Captain Ilbery had 
any command over his vessel at all 
after her breakdown, ho would keep 
well to tho soutih in order to get the 
strong southwest and westerly • winds 
to help him to make his easting to- 
wards Australia. Now. Kerguelen Island 
lies about 1,320 miles from Marion 
Island, and at 20 miles per day, as tho 
crow flies, it would take this strange 
vessel GO days to get there. I have 
come to the conclusion, therefore, that 
she Is in the vicinity of Kerguelen 
Island. The ship's company may be 
quite safe there now." 

(Marlon Island forms with Prince Ed- 
ward Island a small group in the 
South Indian Ocean, about 4G deg. 33 
min. S. lat.. and 38 deg. 20 hiin. E. long. 
It has a perk of 4,000 feet high. Dr. 
William Newton, who is the lessee of 
both tlio~e Islands from the Crown, 
stated last September that it was i-.om- 
monly known amongst Cape sea-faring 
men that whaler's and other ships often 
drifted past there. A number of sealers 
live on the Islands of different times, 
and last August a tug was sent to 
Marion Island with provisions. She 
made a search for the Waratah at tho 
time. 

Tho Waratah sailed from Port Natal 
on July 20, with about 300 persons on 
board.

Capt. Plltz In his crippled con- 
dition could not be on deck all I he 
time, and the second mate, It is claim- 
ed, was Incompetent, and by the time 
the vessel reached a point off San 
Francisco she was in a crippled con- 
dition, having bad most of her sails 
carried away and her rigging con- 
siderably damaged. On January 28 the 
night watchman fell overboard and 
drowned. Ills body was recovered tho 
next day.

Change of Wind Shifts Floating Ice 
and Allows Salvage Steamer 
Santa Cruz Near Wreck 

The recent change of winds in 
Alaska has permitted the salvage 
steamer Santa Cruz from this port to 
reach the side of the wrecked steam- 
ship Yucatati in Icy Straits, Previ- 
ously Ice lioes had shut off approach 
by water. Tho Santa Cruz has three 
divers at work patching a large hole 
in the starboard bow of the Yucatan 
and as long as conditions permit will 
continue operations in an effort to float 
the vessel. It Is probable the salvage 
ship wlil be forced to leave her work 
from time to time to avoid being 
crushed by the ice pack which will be 
forced hack toward the shore when 
the winds shift to the north. 

The Yucatan has been abandoned to 
the underwriters by the Alaska Steam- 
ship Company, her owners, but no ac- 
ceptance of the vessel has yet been 
made 'by Lloyds in Dondon. The 
underwriters have three months be- 
fore taking action on abandonment of 
a wrecked vessel. It is understood a 
special representative of Lloyds is on 
the way to this coast from the East 
to take some action In the matter. 

The Santa Cruz, after patching the 
hole In the Yucatan's bow, will turn 
her attention to the stern, which Is 
submerged at all tides. Tho ob.serva- [ 
Hon house on the hurricane deck has; 
been carried away by ice floes and It 
will bo necessary to deck over the. en- 
tire afterpart of the steatnshlp, Then 
the pipes emptying into the sea and 
all soa cocks will have to be plugged 
and everything made water tight, after 
which the vessel will be pumped out 
and the stern tloated. It is expected 
there will he no difficulty in getting 
the vessel off the beach and Into deep 
water, although it Is impossible as yot 
to tell how firmly her bow Is embedded 
in the sand. Her stem was somewhat 
crushed and her nose bumped In by 
the beach when she 



though, had but one funnel. Almost 
simultaneously comes a belated story 
from another quarter Indicating disas- 
ter. According to this story, the sec- 
ond officer of the steamship Totten- 
ham (belonging to the Britain Steam- 
ship Company, Limited), declares that 
when his vessel was off Bast London, 
South Africa, he plainly saw a num- 
ber of bodies floating about in the sea. 
The captain, he alleges, insisted on his 
keeping tho matter secret. It Is thought 
that these might have been the bodies 
of the passengers of the Waratah. 

The Australian government made 
thorough investigation of the report 
made by the Ulva, and a telegram to 
the Victoria state premier in this re- 
gard read: The port captain has for- 
warded a report from the master of 
tho schooner Ulva. which arrived at 
Durban from Marlon Island on Febru- 
ary 7. The report states that on No- 
vember 22 or 23 last a steamer was 
sighted from the island going to the 
southeast under sail, and appeared to 
he travelling about three knots per 
hour. The vessel was not sighted by 
the master of the Ulva. hut was re- 
ported to him as having passed by a 
sealing party on the south end of "tho 
Island. 

Ait-cording to the description given, 
it was a big vessel, with two funnels, 
and the fact that she carried all pos- 
sible canvas seems to prove that she 
was In distress. The- vessel was only 
seen once between snow squalls, anil 
diappeared in the following squall, the- 
weather being very cloudy at the time." 

Captain Hallett, chairman of the 
Waratah search committee, in tin- 
?u. Ur , SO x,_ of an lntervle.w said: "1 don't 
think the vessel sighted could he any- 
thing else other than the Waratah Mv 
"Pinion is that a ventilating canvas 
flue lias been mistaken for a second 
funnel in the hasty glimpse the seniors 
caught of the vessel.

The steamer Eureka of the Paciric 
Coast Steamship company was in col- 
lision with the French ship Due d'Au- 
male in Seattle harbor early Sunday 
morning and had two of her davits 011 
the port side knocked away and the 
woodwork splintered and broken;- The 
stern of the French boat projected 
across tho slip and she carried jio 
stern lights. 

Tho Eureka made the slip without 
incident, until efforts were made to 
swing the stern into the dock. Both 
boats were shaken by the impact which 
followed and sailors ; on the French 
ship tumbled out of their berths in the 
excitement. 

It is claimed under tho rules that 
the French ship was in the wrong, be- 
cause she had no stern lights to indi- 
cate position, although it is doubtful 
whether one could have been seen 
through the dense fog blanket with 
which both ships 'were enshrouded. No 
further damage resulted. The Franch 
ship escaped with slight damage. 

The masters of both boats agree that 
there were 11.01 stern llgnts on the 
French ■ ".ip. Capt. H. Lebove says a 
light was displayed in the centre" of 
his vessel, and that is all he was re- 
quired to carry.

trail of inland Canada required eleven 
dog trains, which eventually delivered 
the collection at Glmli, Skill., consist- 
ing of rlBher, fox, ermine and rat, val- 
ued in all at $10,000. Wolves in the 
north are very scarce this season, and 
deer arid fur-bearers are in conse- 
quence plentiful.

son's Day company, J. liosenberger,

cific from Prince Unpen easterly along 
the upper waters of the Skeena and 
through northernmost British Columbia. 
These contraclpiM are using all the 
Indian labor tllBy oil It get. and tho na- 
tives find $5. r,u a' daij tcttto 76 cents de- 
ducted for all ' fhojjood th-.-y. can eat. 
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From Fort George in (lie Northern 
Cariboo district, collect inn headquarters 
for the upper reaches of the Fraser and 
its tributaries, the report is received 
that the raw fur trade lias thus far 
this year proved disappointing; not 
half the pelts offering that the dealers 
expected. At .March 1st last year A. G. 
Hamilton alone bad made shipments 
from Fort George aggregating In value 
$11,000. This year his first shipment 
amounted to only three bales, worth 
not over $1,000 Those furs went by 
express to St. Louis, I>lo, Last autumn 
the Indians of Upper Curlboo did not 
make any of their usual preparations 
for hunting or trapping owing to the 
uncertainty of the opening time for 
beaver. Now that the beaver-killing 
season is open, the Indian hunters are 
out, and it Is expected tho trade will 
be fairly good by spring. However, 
tlie white buyers at Fort George do not 
get even a chance to bid on the best 
furs. An Indian trader in the village 
gets the first chance at all the furs of 
the Indians; what lie docs not want are 
taken to the white traders. Who, in most 
cases, pay more than t lie furs are 
worth. Hut, as the Indian trader ear- 
rrios a very small stock of merchan- 
dise, the white merchants get even 
when -the Indians spend their • monev

A private letter from Hanoi ton 011 
the Upper fcjkoena river, stutes that this 
year's shipments from that collection 
base amount to approximately $65;0OO, 
The Ha/.olton collections have been de- 
clining In quality during recent years, 
but the annual value of the trade has 
been maintained by the enhancement of 
prices.

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Old Age Pensions for Miners 

A few words on tlio Workmen's 
Tensions Bill, now boforo tho French 
Senate, may not be inopportune. The 
Bill left the Chamber of Deputies In 
1D0G just before the elections, glvln 
a pension o£ 360 fr. to workmen nt 
sixty years of age. It meant from 300 
to 000 million francs extra charge on 
tho public exchequer. The senate did 
not feel inclined to vote a scheme that 
would place such a heavy burden on 
the country. The BUI therefor slumber- 
ed in Committee, but the. recurrence 
of the general elections brought the 
matter tip again, and at last the Ben- 
ate began its deliberations; M.Bittot, in 
the course of the debates, succeeded 
in gaining over tho government to 
propositions which in effect give this 
'final shape to tile Bill, as fur as tho 
Semite: is concerned. Payments have 
to bo made by the working people 
to the .State from the ago of fifteen 
to sixty-live years; !) fr. for men T 
fr. to* women and 1.60c for minors 
under eighteen years. Tho employers 
havo to pay equal sums for every 
person in their employ, These con- 
tributions are annual anil obligatory. 
The pension is paid at the age of six- 
ty-live insteud of sixty, and it reaches 
430 fr. for those, who have paid 
fr. per annum. So far from this re- 
form, as thus announced malting for 
social peace, it appears to have arous- 
ed dissatisfaction in all directions. It 
is true that the eloquence of M. Jaures 
at tlie Klines Socialist Congress car- 
ried the vote of a resolution by 198 
against 3 57 to tile effect that the So- 
cialist party would support the mea- 
sure on its return from the senate to 
tho chamber, hut the minority was a 
big one and included tho notorious M. 
iicrve, and the representatives of the 
General Labor Confederation. Other 
classes of the community, by no means 
attached to the Labor Confederation, 
have their fears aroused as to the 
beneficial application of the measure 
in its present form. Enormous sums 
of money will lie capitalized in the 
hands of the state by the ever-increas- 
ing wave of deposits. How will the 
capital be invested"? What will be- 
come of it? The future of eleven mil- 
lions of people depend on those ques- 
tions being rightly answered. More- 
over, it is fairly certain that the 
French laboring classes, -especially In 
the country districts, will show in- 
variable repugnance to pay out of their 
scanty resources a fixed tax for fifty 
years of their existence. 

Is Sandstone a Mineral? 

A sequel of the recent decision in the 
House of Lords that sandstone iu not 
a mineral is the raising of an action 
in the Court of Session, Edinburgh, by 
the North British Railway Co., against 
the Budhill Coal and Snjidstone Co., 
Limited, Shettlostone, and others. A 
lew years ago, in consequence of min- 
ing operations, sidings and buildings 
at Shettlestone station subsided und 



were damaged. The railway company 
ask for £7,000 damages. The Budwell 
Company explain that their workings 
were bona fide, ami in reliance on 
their lease ami on the decisions of the 
Court of Sessions that sandstone was 
a mineral. They admit that some 
damage was done by the operations, 
but explain that the damage was 
grossly exaggerated, and that a large 
part of tho injury was caused by tho 
working of coal. 

Now Placer Invention. 
A new method of working stream 
beds, and one destined, say those Who 
have tho machine in operation, to 
revolutionize the working of placer 
claims and the outer beach or second 
bar ot Nome, Alaska, has been in- 
vented and patented by L. F. Oilman, 
and tho contract for the portable cai- 
sson or cofferdam let to a Seattle 
iron works. Oilman, while ho has 
never been in Alaska, has bad many 
years' experience in placer mining in 
California. Various Unsuccessful and 
costly attempts to mine and extract 
gold 'from the outer bar of the Nome 
beach, of which the inventor had read 
much, was the incentive for the in- 
vention. 

The Improved cofferdam is prefer- 
ably oval in contour, and comprises 
two Mails of plate metal, A test was 
made in the river at Spokane last lull 
with a model four feet high, and ten 
feet long, the caisson being .set in the 
river on a boulder bottom, the slides 
driven, and the river bed inside the 
caisson successfully dried. After tills 
trial a machine twenty feet long, ten 
feet wide and six feet two inches in 
height, weighing six and one- fourth 
tons, was placed in the Slmllkafneoli 
river, and it successfully dried in a 
few hours 1S4 square foet of the .river 
bod, going to bed rock eleven feet. 
Gold ore was washed .from the. sedi- 
ment. 1 

Two of the movable caissons will be 
shipped north on the first steamship 
leaving in tho spring. These will be 
operated. on the outer bar by means 
of a steel cable, 1000 feet long, stretch- 
ed over sheer legs. By means of gas- 
oline engines and barges three men 
can successfully operate one caisson, 
raising, lowering and moving it along 
the cable. It is estimated that four 
settings can bo made and worked each 
twenty-four hours, representing the 
washing of gold from l.'JOO square feet 
of concentration. The gold will' bo 
washed from the concentration by 
means of sluice boxes hung on davits 
on the sides of tho caisson.

Klondike may have radium, and have 
it in such quantities as to establish a 
world's record. Information was is- 
sued from the Colorado School of 
Mines describing pitchblende, which 
Carries radium a.nd giving all details 
as to its appearance In its crude state. 
William Stelnbcrger, to whom tlie in- 
formation from Colorado was address- 
ed, received a sample of pitchblende. 
Since that dato many prospectors have 
called at the home of Mr. Stelnberger 
to see tlie sample. So less than five 
of the callers who are old-time pros- 
pectors' declare that they have located 
pitchblende not Car from Dawson. 

Some of the men are so enthusiastic 
that they are planning to go after the 
deposit at the earliest possible date, 
and some may mush out over the 
snow. 

One of the prospectors says that he 
found a seam of black material a 
quarter of an inch 'wide, and lias 
drifted in on It a long d!sta.hce. and 
it lias widened' to' six inches. If tho 
seam is pitchblende; nothing' • better 
could bo desired, the prospector says, 
and he is wild in delight of 'anticipa- 
tion of possible fortune. All the men 
are keeping the locations of their 
strange deposits strictly secret. 

Koyukuk Is Rich. 

Word has just arrived from tlie 
Koyukuk of the richest strike yet 
made in that district. The Haley & 
Snook claim,, hear the mouth of Ver- 
mont creek, which is a tributary to 
tlie Hammond river, is reported to be 
the richest ever. 

One pan yielded $100 in dust. Sixty 
pans went $30. In two days' panning 
12,400 worth o£ dust was realized.. 
The paystrcak is forty feet wide. /Ten 
dollar pans dn.tiUch side are common. 

The above reports of the conditions 
in the Koyukuk region are in a 
measure confirmed ' by J. R. Mc- 
Oovern, a widely known mining ma- 
chinery man who left the. Koyukuk 
country some weeks ago. 

Mr. McGovorn says that. In live 
hours' time about $.'!,700 was practic- 
ally picked on Morry'vi Kola'n's ground 
at the upper end of discovery, Nolan's 
creek. Three years ago, lie savs, 
these men cleaned up about $110. 000 
from the .lower end of this claim, but 
it now appears that the upper end Is 
still richer. 

There are 1100 men in the Koyukuk 
this winter. Provisions are now reas- 
onably cheap at Wiseman City, a 
wihter'3 outfit being procurable for 
$400, where four years ago it would 
have cost twice that amount. 

The Society Girl Mine, Moyio. 

Three feet of clear, ore was struck 
recently in the Society Girl mine In 
tlie east drift from Ko. 'J tunnel. Tho 
No. 2 tunnel is in 1180 feet. At this 
point drifting was started both east 
and west at right angles with the 
tunnel, and the ore was found about 
.",00 feet on the east side. The full ex- 
tent of the ore body will be determin- 
ed as soon as possible.

DAY OF PROGRESS 

AT PRINCE RUPERT 

PRINCE RUPERT. March ID.— Mr. 
LMohun, general superintendent of tho 
mountain division of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, arrived by the Camosun. and 
is occupying quarters temporarily in 
the engineering department building. 
He will malic Prince Rupert his head-, 
quarters. 

Tho ground has been carefully gone 
over and Mr. Mohan has already 
planned ' many changes and improve- 
ments in tlie docks and warehouses 
that will greatly facilitate tlie hand- 
ling of freight at this point. It is ru- 
mored that an extension 1000 feet 
long will shortly be made to tho pre- 
sent wharf to the southward, and 
that the warehouses of Foley, Welch 
it Stewart will be moved to the new 
wharf. A big addition will also be 
made to the sheds owned by the G. 
T. P. as the present structures are al- 
together too small to care for the 
volume of freight handled. 

Track- laying was begun on Thurs- 
day on the completed part of tho 
grade around the island, and the big- 
locomotive that has stood idle since 
its arrival three months ago, has al- 
ready several miles of standard gauge 
track on which to run. Track-laying 
is being done by hand until the ar- 
rival of the track-laying machine that 
Is now en route here from the prairie 
sVotion. • 

This work Is being pushed through 
to Zanardl rapidly eight miles out, 
Where the railway passes from Kuien 
island to the mainland over an 1.S00- 
l'oot bridge, as tlie steel for the struc- 
ture is expected to arrive within a 
few days. Considerable dilllculty has 
been experienced in building tho piers 
of the bridge owing to the strong 
tide-rip and the fact tliut the current 
runs toeth ways. Several of tlie piers 
are already completed and work on 
the others Is progressing rapidly. Tho 
grade. for 75 mile.'-; beyond tills point 
has been practically completed for 
ome time and when the. bridge- is 
completed track-laying will be done 
in earnest, It is expected that the 
steel will be laid along the first hun- 
dred miles by next fall although it is 
not likely that the ballasting will be 
completed by that time. 

Just where the roundhouse and 
shops of the company will he located 
has not yet been made public, al- 
though it is rumored that they will 
be located in the vicinity of Morse 
creek. Mr. Chamberlain, the gen- 
eral manager of the company, Is ex- 
pected to" arrive here next month 
when all pluns for station, machine 
shops, etc., will bo definitely decided 
upon. 

Work 011 the three and a half mile 
extension of the road along the shore 
to the eastern end of the townsite, 
where the provincial government re- 
serves are located, is well under way. 
The first section from the C. T. P 
wharf to beyond McBrldO street is al- 
most completed, and Contractor Sol 
Cameron has engineers at work on the 
ground at the foot of McBrlde street, 
where tho new government wharf is to 
be erected. 

It was claimed that the heavy blast- 
ing necessary to build the grade in 
this vicinity would seriously Interfere 
with the concrete piles of the wharf 
and the building of the wharf was de- 
layed on this account, but Contractor 
Cameron, who has just arrived from 
Victoria, says the work will bo com- 
menced at once and the structure 
rushed to completion. .Merchants and 
business men are impatiently waiting 
for this work to be completed, as the 
accommodation on the G. T. P. wharf 
Is taxed to its utmost, and so crowded 
that tennis have to wait their turn be- 
fore being able to load.
